Retention of Act Looms | 
as ‘Lesser Evil’ When. 
Black Bill Is Okayed.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—(/)— 
The Black 30-hour week bill, backed 
by the American Federation of Labor, 
bobbed up in the senate again today 


as a challenge to congressional hesita- | 


tion over extending NRA. 

This bill, in somewhat different 
form, was involved in the discussions 
two years ago out of which came cre- 
ation of NRA. <A favorable report 
from the senate judiciary committee 
today placed it in a position again to 
spur continuation of the recovery plan, 

The Black bill is, in effect, an al- 
ternate and more drastic proposal for 
doing what some features of NRA are 
designed to do, shorten hours and 
raise wages. In place of the flexible 
code structure, it would impose a 
rigid 50-hour week law on all indus- 
try, except agriculture. 

A bare quorum of the judiciary 
committee, and a sharply divided one 
at that, voted on the Black bill: The 
action, however, represented a chal- 
lenge from the A. F. of L. to congress 
to either extend NRA or go even fur- 
ther to provide jobs for the unem- 
ployed. 

Extension Urged. 

While the judiciary committee was 
voting. a big crowd attracted by the 
possibility of hearing Clarence Dar- 
row, listened to S. Clay Williams, re- 
tiring head of the national recovery 
board, recommend extension of NRA 
before the senate finance committee.

Meanwhile, there were plentiful in- 
dications that the new conscription 
law is already in effect in Germany 
and that the proud storm troops are 
on the way out.

clothes. At the same time notice was 
served upon hundreds of storm troop- 
ers’ homes or headquarters that leases 
must be canceled at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, and in many S&S. A, 
units word was passed out that mem- 
bers need no longer report for reg- 
ular duty.

Since his majesty’s government de- 
sired to make sure there would be 
no misunderstanding as to the scope 
and purpose of the proposed Anglio- 
German meeting they addressed a 
further inquiry to the German gov- 
ernment on the 21st February, to 
which the German government re- 
plied the next day. 

The result was that it was defi- 
nitely agreed between the two gov- 
ernments that the object of the sug- 
gested meeting would be to carry the 
consultation stage further on all 
matters referred to in the Anglo- 
French communique. 

It is upon this basis, therefore, 
that his majesty’s government has 
been preparing to pay a visit to 
Berlin which the German govern- 
ment suggested. 

Thus, what was contemplated was 
“a general settlement freely nego- 
tiated between Germany and the 
powers,” and “agreements regarding 
armaments which in the ease of Ger- 
many would replace the provisions 
of part five of the Versailles 
reaty.” 

This has throughout been the pur- 
pose of his majesty’s government’s 
policy, and upon its achievement they 
have concentrated all their efforts at 
Geneva and elsewhere. But the at- 
tainment of a comprehensive agree- 
ment which by common consent 
would take the place of treaty pro- 
visions cannot be facilitated by put-, 
ting forward, as a decision already 
arrived at, strengths for military ef- 
fectives greatly exceeding any before 
suggested — strengths, moreover, 
which, if maintained unaltered, must 
make more difficult if impossible the 
agreement of other powers vitally 
concerned. 

His majesty’s government are more 
unwilling to abandon any opportu- 
nity which the arranged visit might 
afford of promoting a general un- 
derstanding, but in the new circum- 
stances, and before undertaking it, 
they feel bound to call attention of 
the German government to the above 
considerations, and they wish to be 
assured that the German government 
still desire the visit to take place 
with the scope and for the purposes 
previously agreed upon as set out in 
paragraph four above.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—(UP) 
If put to a vote of the people, a ma- 
jority of Americans would ask that 
the NRA be extended, NRA Chairman 
S. Clay Williams told the senate fi- 
nance committee today. 

Williams was asked by Senator 
Daniel O. Hastings, republican, Dela- 
ware, what would happen if NRA ex- 
— was put to a vote of the peo- 
ple. 
“That's a political question,” said 
Williams, “but I feel a majority 
would favor it.” 

Chairman Pat Harrison, democrat, 
Mississippi, announced that the com- 
mittee hoped to hear Clarence Dar- 
row, noted attorney and NRA critic, 
at a session Wednesday. Darrow 
will not appear until Senator Pat Mc- 
Carran, democrat, Nevada, co-author 
of the NRA inquiry resolution, will be 
able to attend. 

Hastings asked Williams if NRA 
had been “successful enough” to war- 
dant a two-year extension in its pres- 
ent form. 

The NIRA chairman replied that 
“certain modifications’ would be 
necessary, but a continuation was 
“certainly desirable.” 

Senator James F, Couzens, repub- 
lican, Michigan, asked Williams’ opin- 
ion on a provision in some codes that 
gives the government power virtually 
to decide. whether an individual can 
open a business, 

“That’s a rotten principle,” Wil- 
liams said. He started to add to his 
reply but Couzens interrupted. 

“Don’t say anything more,” he 
said. “It will spoil your answer.”

Despite the technical departure from 
the gold standard, officials insisted 
the belga, principal unit of Belgian 
currency, still was attached to gold.

“Atlanta should establish a system | 
of through streets, protected by a 
standardized system of signs. This 
will expedite the movement of traffic. | 
Special consideration should be giv- | 
en for the protection of pedestrians. | 
If that is done, we can cut down the | 
loss in that field. At the present 
time about half the fatal traffie ac- | 
cidents in Atlanta involve pedestri- 
ans.” 

Marsh said after his council address 
that 95 per cent of those who an- 
swered a questionnaire sent out by | 
FERA surveyors favored a drivers’ | 
license law. He added that 96 per 
cent favored strict enforcement of traf- | 
fic laws. | 

“The survey here has been about 
completed, and when it is revised, it 
will compare favorably to hundreds 
made by other cities at great cost, 
Marsh asserted. 

“A total of 95 per cent of the per- 
sons who answered the questionnaire 
also favored institution of a system 
of education regarding traffic matters 
in high schools.

—security and commodity markets to- 
night faced a bleak outlook.

1. Britain’s note to Germany on the 
reich’s plan for army conscription. Pos- 
sibility of the United States being 
consulted. ; 

2. Belgium temporarily saved as a 
member of the gold bloc with reported 
aid from France. Gold embargo. de- 
clared which likely will prevent exodus 
'of Belgian capital. The situation, 
| however, is still considered precarious. 

The result, so far as American 
markets are concerned, was accentua- 
tion of the nervousness that has char- 
acterized price movements and trading 
for the past several weeks. “Every- 
one is afraid of everything,” one bro- 
ker said tonight and that was indi- 
cated by today’s markets which show-

Since the last report, we have dis- 
covered 20 more names to add to the 
roster of the Association of Bridge 
Columnists. This makes a fine show- 
ing, and clearly indicates the steady 
growth and popularity of America’s 
greatest indoor sport.
